nmERicnn heroes 



PUBLIC SHOWMAN NO. 1. Organizer of the circus as we 
know it today, and a man who enjoyed fooling the American 
public, Phineas T. Bamum, himself proved to be easy 
prey for swindlers and hoaxers. The man who originated 
the phrase "There's a sucker born every minute", orfte 
invested $2,500 in o company manufacturing bears' grease. 
The preparation was supposed to grow hair on bald heads. 
Barnum's partner spent all of the money and fled leaving 
Barnum with nothing but the recipe for the making of the 
grease. The master showman was similarly cheated by 
crooked agents when he tried to sell illustrated copies of 
the Bible. 

Barnum was constantly on the lookout for freak attractions of all types. He 
exhibited Joice Heth, a woman he claimed was the 161 year old nurse of George 
Washington. An autopsy later revealed her age at about 80. On another occasion 

a Fiji mermaid was shown to a skeptical public which later discovered It to be 
the lower part of a fish skillfully grafted to the upper part of a monkey. 

When Barnum was near death the New York Evening Sun requested and obtained 
permission from the great showman to publish his obituary before he died. On the 
following day Barnum read 4 columns about his own death, and-apparently enjoyed 
reading the record of his lifetime accomplishments. 

Although he did not form the Barnum and Bailey, circus until he was 70 yearsof 
age, it is the single attraction which has perpetuated his name more than any other. 
Generations of young Americans have been thrilled by the name of P. T. Bgr.num, 
organizer of the "greatest show on earth". 



DISCI PLt OF PEACE. The son of a minister, Woodrow 

Wilson was one of our best educated presidents and Had 

a working vocabulary of 62,000 words. To the amazement 

of the entire country he broke a precedent which had 

-existed for 112 years by appearing before Congress and 

reading his message to them. Until that time the President 

had always sent his message by a secretary. 

Wilson loved the game of golf and played it both summer 

and winter. When the ground was covered with snow he 

had the balls painted black. He seldom kept score, playing 

only for the sport of the game. On a number of occasions 

he appeared on the golf course at 5 o'clock in the morning. 

Woodrow Wilson wos one of the two presidents who were shorthand experts. He 
was in the habit of writing all of his speeches first in shorthand, then, transcribing 
them himself on the typewriter. 

During 1920 and 1921 when Wilson wos very ill, private showings of the latest 
motion picture films were staged for his benefit every afternoon in the East Room 
of the White House. Picture producers co-operated as much as possible and 
through their efforts more than 400 films were shown to the sick President. 
Although Wilson was the son of a Presbyterian minister and was a lifelong Pres- 
byterian, nevertheless he was buried in the Episcopal Cathredral in Washington, 
D. C. Neither his private secretary, nor his former adviser. Colonel House was. 
invited to attend his funeral. 





SUTTER'S FOLLY. The man on whose property gold was 
discovered in 1848, spent the greater part of his life 
fighting a vain battle for a cause he deeply believed to be, 
a just one. John A. Sutter possessed the rare quality of/ 
never giving up in the face of adversity, and although 
defeated time and again, his courageous battles will be 
long remembered. 

Thegoldrush brought an amazing arrayof treasure seekers 
who thought nothing of settling on Sutter's lands and 
staking out claims for themselves. In 1851 Sutter brought 
suit declaring that San Francisco and Sacramento were 
both built on his private property. He asked for over 50 million dollars for the 
damages he had suffered. After 4 years of court battles the highest court of Cali- 
fornia finally declared that the property legally belonged to Sutter. The effect of 
the decision brought disaster. Armed mobs burned the law courts together with the 

records on the case, and then blew Sutter's ranch to pieces with sticks of dynamite. 
One of his sons was murdered, another was driven to commit suicide, while a third 
son was drowned while trying to escape to Europe. John Sutter himself lost his 
reason. 

For 20 years after the tragedy, Sutter, dressed in rags, roamed the U. S. Capitol 
buildings at Washington trying to persuade Congress to recognize his claims. In 
his never ending fight for justice, he died alone in a furnished room in Washington 
in the spring of 1880, his only possession a legal deed to one of the greatest 
fortunes in America. 



THE PLANT WIZARD. For a long time Japanese silkworm MOftE 
producers had longed for a mulberry tree which could fur- 
nish better and more food on the leaves. They gave the 
assignment to Luther Burbank. His experiments produced a 
tree containing leaves 3 times the size of those inexistence, 
and for good measure the tree bloomed in 2 years instead 
of the 7 to 10 years required of the best mulberry trees. 
When working to improve a species he often grew a hundred 
thousand plants before one would meet with his exacting 
specifications. 

Althoughhiscontributions to horticulture were tremendous, 
Burbank himself had no formal scientific education. All his knowledge of plants 
came to him through his own explorations into the world of nature stemming from 
his work as a truck gardener for the town market of Worcester, Mass. Luther sold 
his first plant development, a potato which bore his name, for the sum of $150. 

Luther Burbank had an unusual sense of humor, a trait which led him to develop 
a number of unique plants. Among these were popcorn which puffed to 3 times the 
size of the ordinary "popper," blackberries without thorns and a plant which grew 
tomatoes on the vine and potatoes on the root. When he noticed that Nature had 
overlooked blue as a color for petunias, Burbank developed his own blue petunia. 

Burbank died at Santa Rosa, California in 1926, mourned by a world which had be- 
come considerably enriched through his numerous plant experiments.
